It has also been proven that Hydrogen sulfide has been 
implicated in some of the several mass extinctions that 
have occurred in the Earth's past. The Permian mass 



extinction (sometimes known as the "Great Dying") may 
have been caused by hydrogen sulfide. Organic residues 
from these extinction boundaries indicate that the 
oceans were anoxic (oxygen depleted) and had species of 
shallow plankton that metabolized H 2 S. The formation of 
H 2 S may have been initiated by massive volcanic. 
Eruptions, which emitted C0 2 and methane into the 
atmosphere which warmed the oceans, lowering their 
capacity to absorb oxygen which would otherwise oxidize 
H 2 S. The increased levels of hydrogen sulfide could have 
killed oxygen-generating plants as well as depleted the 
ozone layer causing further stress. Small H 2 S blooms have 
been detected in modern times in the Dead Sea and in 
the Atlantic Ocean off the coast of Namibia.
